WHEREAS,  Lessee,  named  above,  is  the  present  owner  of  the  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  (the  "Lease")  dated  November  20, 
2008,  executed  by  Lessor,  named  above,  in  favor  of  the  above  named  Lessee  and  is  recorded  in  Document  Number 
D2090 11933  of  the  Real  Property  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas  and  covers  16.198  acres  of  land  ("Land")  more 
fully  described  as  follows: 

Being  16.198  acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  out  of  the  Alfred  J.  Lee  Survey,  A-957  all  located  in  the  City  of 
Arlington,  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  and  is  more  particularly  described  in  two  (2)  tracts  of  land,  more  fully 
described  below  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Tract  1:  14.54  acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  being  all  of  Lot  2,  of  the  Lee,  AJ  Addition,  AJ  Surver,  A-957 
an  addition  to  the  City  of  Arlington,  Tarrant  County,  Texas, ,  and  more  particularly  described  in  that 
certain  Plat  recorded  as  Volume  388-29,  Page  61  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas;  and, 

Tract  2: 1.658  acres,  more  or  less,  being  all  of  certain,  tract  out  of  the  A  J  Lee  survey,  A-957,  in  the  city 
of  Arlington,  Tarrant  County,  Texas  as  more  particularly  described  in  those  certain  conveyances  dated 
January  10, 1978  by  and  between  Elaine  Sutherland,  a  single  woman,  as  grantor  and  John  J.  Cassata, 
Bishop  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Diocese  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  as  grantee  and  recorded  in  Volume  6401, 
Page  128  and  Volume  6401,  Page  130  of  the  Deed  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas. 

WHEREAS,  the  Lease  originally  provided  for  a  one  year  primary  term.  It  is  now  the  desire  of  the  Lessor  and  Lessee  to 
amend  the  Lease  so  that  the  one  year  primary  term  originally  provided  in  the  Lease  is  amended  to  provide  for  a  two 
year  primary  term. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  For  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  and  other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  receipt  and  sufficiency 
of  which  are  hereby  acknowledged,  Lessor  and  Lessee  do  hereby  amend  the  Lease  so  that  the  one  (I)  year  primary  term 
originally  provided  in  the  Lease  shall  be  effectively  amended  to  provide  for  a  two  (2)  year  primary  term.  The  two  year 
primary  term  shall  run  from  the  date  of  the  original  Lease  being  November  20,  2008  and  shall  have  the  effect  of 
extending  the  primary  term  of  the  Lease  until  November  20,  2010  with  the  same  effect  as  if  the  Lease  had  originally 
provided  for  a  two  (2)  year  primary  term. 

For  the  same  consideration  stated  above,  Lessor  hereby  ratifies,  adopts,  and  confirms  the 
Lease  as  amended  by  this  Amendment,  and  does  furthermore  extend  the  primary  term  of 
the  Lease  and  grants,  leases,  and  lets  the  Land  to  Lessee,  their  successors  and  assigns,  for  the 
purposes  and  upon  the  terms,  conditions,  and  provisions  contained  in  the  Lease  as  hereby 
amended. 

This  Amendment  shall  extend  and  be  binding  upon  both  the  Lessor  and  Lessee,  and  their  respective  heirs,  executors, 
administrators,  successors,  and  assigns.  Except  as  stated  in  this  Amendment,  the  Lease  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  as  to  all  of  its  other  terms  and  provisions.  The  Lease  shall  be  binding  for  all  purposes  on  Lessor  and  Lessee  and 
their  respective  heirs,  personal  representatives,  successors,  and  assigns.
